“Czar Nicholas’ ” Mistress 
Strokes Him as Trial Proceeds 
—He Won Blue Ribbon. 





Miss Minnie Potter of 4021 Washington 
avenue won the possession of “Czar 
Nicholas Alexander’ in Justice Krue- 
ger’s court Friday. ‘‘Czar Nicholas’’ is 
a big Russian wolf hound, who took the 
first prize in the recent St. Louis Dog 
Show. Miss Potter’s ownership of the 
hound was contested by Adolph Brix, a 
florist, of 1518 St. Louis avenue. 

Justice Krueger’s court was crowded 
with fashionably gowned women while 
the trial was in progress. Miss Potter, 
dressed in a blue serge suit, with a 
big black straw hat, sat almost under 
the Judge’s bench, stroking “Czar 
Nicholas’’ on the head occasionally. 
The dog responded by wagging his 
shaggy tail, and seemed to be very 
happy, although Miss Potter looked 
much perturbed while the contest for 
his possession was being fought. 

Leaves Court Leading Dog. 

When Judge Krueger decided the case 
in her favor, awarding her one cent 
damages in addition to possession of 
the dog, she left the court room in 
triumph, leading the dog and escorted 
by the women who had come to court 
to help her win the fight. 

Eighteen months ago the hound wan- 
dered away from his Washington ave- 
nue home. Miss Potter has raised him 
from a pup, and was much grieved. She 
reported his loss to the city detective 
department, and Detectives Chrismer 
and Finan searched for him. Chrismer 
carried with him a a of ‘‘Czar 
Nicholas,’’ eve Lime 
 ieaenlan a Ros pea 14 °He dre 
picture to compare his spots. 

Miss Potter visited the dog show a 
month ago, and there saw Czar Nich- 
olas in a cage. He was not as clean 
and well fed as when he left home, 
but he was satill fine enough looking to 
capture the blue ribbon. She reported 
to Detective Chrismer that this was her 
dog, and the detective set out to recover 
him. 





| Traded to a Florist. 

He found that the hound was ex- 
hibited by Norman Zeis-‘of 3738 Thozo- 
lan avenue. Zeis told the detective that 
he had traded the wolf hound to Brix 
for a black-and-tan dog. Chrismer at- 
tempted to recover the dog from the 
florist, but Brix would not give him 
up, and Miss Potter sued out a writ of 
replevin. The dog was delivered to her 
April 36. 

Brix was not satisfied with Justice 
Krueger’s decision, and announced that 
he would appeal, although Judge Krue- 
ger had indicated that if he would ac- 
cept the verdict of the court the costs 
would be assessed against Miss Potter, 
as he had come into possession of the 
dog innocently. 

De, Scott, a veterinary surgeon, testi- 
fiei that he accepted “Czar Nicholas” 
in payment of a fee of $3. The man 
from whom he had got the dog said he 
followed his wagon home one night. Dr. 
Scott added that he was a dog expert, 
and wouldn’t give 30 cents for the Czar. 

Tears came to Miss Potter’s eyes 
when the veterinary made this state- 
ment. Dr. Scott passed the dog on to 
Zeis, and Zeis traded him to Brix, it 
was shown by a series of witnesses.

MAN, TURNING IN 








Deaconess Hospital Patient Suf- 
fers Fractures at the Slightest 
Pressure. 





Mrs. C. W. Norris of Chester, Ill., is 
being treated at the Deaconess Hospital. 
West Belle place and Sarah street, for 
an unusual affliction which has made 


her bones so brittle they break under 
the slightest pressure. 

Her right arm was broken when she 
turned, in bed two days ago. She al- 
ready had suffered fractures of her left 
arm. and hip, and she now is in such a 
condition that she fears to move un- 
assisted. When the nurses turn her in 
bed they handle her with the greatest 
care, lest other bones be broken by the 
slight movement, 

The brittleness of the bones is known 
to medical men as ‘“‘dealcification.” In 
the case of Mrs. Norris, the decalcifica- 
tion was caused by carcinoma of the 
supra-renal capsule, according to Dr. 
A. Siebert of 1647 South Jefferson ave- 
nue, who is attending her. 

The supra-renal capsules are small 
glands attached to the upper extremity 
of each kidney, Dr. Siebert explained. 
The carcinoma, which is a malignant 
tumor, has fastened 
these glands, and is causing the sub- 
stance of the bones to deteriorate. 

Dr. Siebert said he had seen only 
one other case like the one he now is 
treating. 

Other physicians told the Post-Dis- 
patch the condition was most unusual, 
especially from such a cause. 

The fractures in Mrs. Norris’ hip and 
left arm have been there nearly five 
months, it is believed. The first sign 
of her jllness was a sharp pain in the 
arm. A Chester physician diagnosed 
the trouble as rheumatism and treated 
her for that disease. A few days later 
she stumbled slightly while walking 
through her house and instantly was 
stricken with such a severe pain in the 
uip that she had;to go to bed. The 
physician was called and again pro- 
nounced the trouble rheumatism. 

When Mrs. Norris failed to improve 
after four months’ treatment, she was 
brought to the St. Louis hospital by 
her daughter, Mrs. H. Turner. Dr. 
Siebert, recalling the other case he had 
studied, diagnosed the trouble at once. 
Mrs. Norris weighed about 200 pounds 
when taken ill. Her weight now is not 
more than 125 pounds, her nurses say.

To the surprise of the State’s at- 
torneys, Mrs. James did not make 
the expected defense that she raised 
the revolver to her own head to shoot 
herself but. in her sleep or,in a 
period of transitory mania, shot her 
husband instead.

CORONER BECAUSE

Dr. Lydia Hillyard Seeks Demo- 
cratic Nomination: and Be- 
lieves She Will Win. 








Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ST. JOSEPH, Mo.. May 10.—Dr. Lyda 
Hillyard, a prominent physician of this 
city, has filed. her declaration as 4a 
candidate for Coroner. Miss Hillyard 
is not a suffragette, and she is impelled 
by no desire to aid “the cause.’”’ Her 
reason. for becoming a candidate is 
that she believes she can win, and that 
she wants the office. 

Viewing the prospect with the keen 
vision of a business woman, she saw 
Signs of a Democratic year. So she 
filed as a Democrat, and the primaries 
of Aug. 6 will decide whether she is 
‘to be her party's candidate. 

“I do not, believe women should vote 

—not, at least, until they are educated 
in public . matters, said Dr. Hill- 
yard today. Women would be all right 
in public Iffe if they knew 
enough to keep still and not interfere 
with everything; but if we were to have 
universal suffrage now, affairs of state 
would, be in a hopeless tangle for the 
next five or ten years. 
_ “After that, the fact that women had 
the Dallot might be to the advantage of 
the country, but education and bitter ex- 
perience would have come first.” 

Dr. Hilliard appears to .be about 35 
years old.. She doesn’t tell her age, 
not because she objects to having it 
known, she says, but for the reason 
that nobody is interested in knowing it. 
Asked why she wished to be Coroner, 
she said: 

“Well, I can’t say exactly why; but 
I think I am capable and just wnepaiate 
to get into the race.” 

She was reminded that in case of the 
absence of the Sheriff from the county, 
his death or other disability, the law 
requirés ‘that the Coroner assume the 
duties of Sheriff. 

" “That ‘doesn’t terrify me a bit,” the 
doctor replied. ‘I never was especially 
backward or timid about such things.’’ 

Dr. Hillyard said it was her: intention 
to make a vigorous’ campaign ‘for the 
nomination. She expressed the belief 
that she would win. 

Won't Spend Much Money. 

“I am going to.get out and ask the 
people to vote for me,” she said. ‘‘I 
shall appeal to my friends and acqduaint- 
ances first, and then to others. I don’t 
expect to spend a great. deal of money, 
and I don’t think the public will expect 
it of me, but I am going to do a lot 
of hard work. This is our year and the 
Democrats should carry Buchanan 
County.”’ 

It is thought that Dr. Hillyard was in- 
spired to stand for the nomination for 
coroner by the action of Dr. C. F. 
Byrd, who has been Coroner for four 
years, in appointing his wife deputy 
coroner. During Coroner Byrd’s term 
he has been absent from the county 
much of the tirne, and in his absence all 
Coroner’s cases have been attended to 
by Mrs. Byrd, who is not a physician. 

The question of a woman’s eligibility 
was raised at the courthouse when Dr. 
Hillyard filed her declaration, but the 
prosecuting attorney looked up the, law 
and found nothing requiring that the of- 
fice of Coroner be filled by a man.

Early this week the Benld local was 
informed by State officials of the union 
that the men might return to work, 
pending a referendum vote on some 
unimportant matters. Then No. 1 and 
No. 3 crews, whose members reside 
at Gillespie, a mile and a half north of 
Benld, voted to go to work. Crew No. 
2, composed of Benld mén, voted to 
stay out. ’

NEW YORK, May 10.—The Roosevelt 
Committee today gave out the following 
copy of a letter from Col. Roosevelt to 
R. A. Caswell of Minneapolis: 

“New York, May 10, 1912—Hon. R. A. 
Caswell, chairman of the Roosevelt 
Committee and Clerk of the Supreme 
Court, Minneapolis, Minn.: 

“I wish it had been possible for me 
to go again to Minnesota. Unfortunate- 
ly it is physically impossible. 

“Nine states have now held presi- 
dential primaries, or their equivalent— 
North Dakota, Wisconsin, Illinois, Penn- 
sylvania, Nebraska, Oregon, New 
Hampshire, Massachusetts and Mary- 
land. These states, the only ones in 
which there has been a free chance for 
the expression of the popular will, are 
to be represented by 256 delegates in 
the Chicago convention. 

“Forty of these delegates are in- 
structed for President Taft and 216 are 
against him. He has carried but two of 
the nine states—New Hampshire and 
Massachusetts—while in Massachusetts 
the Roosevelt delegates-at-large were 
elected by over twice the majority 


Twhich Mr. Taft obtained on preferential 


vote. 

‘In all the nine states together about 
three out of every four of the Repub- 
licans who voted at the primaries were 
against Mr. Taft. If the primaries 
could be held in all the states there 
would undqubtedly be no substantial va- 
riation from these figures and Mr. Taft 
could by no possibility have 200 votes 
in the Chicago convention. Mr. Taft's 
chance of renomination Hes solely in 
securing at Chicago delegates who will 
misrepresent the will of the people. 

“He can get these delegates, not in 
the primary States, but in the conven- 
tion States, where delegates are chosen 
under the old system, and even in these 
States he can only get them where the 
State is ruled by a boss. 

“After a prolonged experience of me 
as President, practically all of the big 
bosses in the Republican party dislike 
me so heartily that they opposed Mr. 
Taft’s nomirfation because I favored it. 
They were afraid that Mr. Taft would 
give them the same kind of trouble that 
I had given them. 

“After three years and a half ex- 
perience of Mr. Taft sifce he has 
been elected, these same men have 
turned around and heartily favor his 
renomination. They were opposed to 
me four years ago and they are op- 
posed to me now.

Gallinger in New Hampshire, Mr. Ald- 
rich in Rhode Island, Mr. Penrose in 
Pennsylvania, Mr. Kealing in Indiana, 
Mr. Lorimer in Illinois, Messr$’ Guggen- 
heim and Evans in Colorado, Mr. Cal- 
houn and the Southern Pacific Railway 
crowd in California and the Amalga- 
mated Copper crowd in Montana; and 
in your own State they include Mr. 
Smith and Mr. Tawney.

WASHINGTON, May 10.—George H. 
McCabe, solicitor for the Department of 
Agriculture, before the House Commit- 
tee on Expenditures in the Department 
of Agriculture, which is considering 
the resolution introduced by Congress- 
man Nelson of Wisconsin, providing for 
an investigation of the methods: em- 
ployed by the Government meat inspec- 
tors, attacked the character of one of 
the witnesses summoned by the com- 
mittee. : 


rs. Caroline Bartlett Crane of Kal- 
amazoo, Mich., an expert in hygiene and 
sanitation, had not concluded her testi- 
mony when Chairman Moss asked Nel- 
son what other testimony he intended 
to produce. Nelson replied: 
“I propose to put a practical man on 
the stand, one who spent seven years in 
the meat inspection service, and who 
resigned of his own accord a month 
ago—J. W. Burroughs.” 
“Put him on,’’ said McCabe. “That 
man was forced out of the service for 
borrowing money from packers.” 
Statement Denounced. 
“Mr. Chairman,”’ Nelson replied, in a 
rage, “‘that statement is in line with 
the practice of the Department of Ag- 
riculture. Charges are denied by at- 
tacks on the reputations of others. A 
circular from the department says that 
this woman (pointing to Mrs. Crane), is 
in the pay of someone. I protest against 
this kind of treatment of witnesses 
heard by this committee. 
Chairman Moss ordered the remarks 
of both McCabe and Nelson stricken 
from the record. J. W. Burroughs said 
to the Post-Dispatch correspondent: 
‘There is absolutely no truth in Mr. 
McCabe's charge. I was not forced out 


-of the department. On the contrary, I 


was asked to remain when I handed in 
my resignation. I never borrowed. a 
penny from any packer in my life. I 
saw an opportunity to engage in busi- 
ness for myself, and that is why I re- 
linguished my position as chief inspec- 
tor for the Philadelphia District.” 
Quotes From Circular. 

Mrs. Crane, in her testimony, pointed 
out the possibility, of fraudulent meat 
despite Government Inspection, 
‘‘Packers sold unwholesome and dis- 
eased meats before this law was 
passed,”’ she declared, 
reason to believe that they would not 
take advantage of any loophole and do 
the same thing again. I am under 
oath, and I make the statement that un- 
doubtedly great quantities of unwhole- 
some meats get into interstate traffic 
through the laxity of meat inspection.” 
Mrs. Crane quoted from a circular of 
Dr. A. D. Melvin, chief of the Bureau 
of Animal Industry, issued in 1907, in 
which the statement was made that 
much diseased meat was shipped into 
the South and that “the practice must 
be stopped.” She maintained that the 
regulations of the department at the 


5 present time are not sufficient to stop 


the shipping of unwholesome meat to 
the South or elsewhere. 

Ante-Mortem Inspection. 
Another illustrated pamphlet issued 
by Dr. Melvin, entitled “The Federal 
Meat Inspection Service,’’ was charac- 
terized by Mrs. Crane as “A Brief for 
the Packers.’’ She said it had been 
written on false information and was 
in the interest of the beef packing in- 
dustry. 

In refererice to the “all-in-a-bunch”’ 
ante-mortem inspection of meats, Rep- 
resentative Floyd asked Mrs. Crane: 
“Do you, of your own personal know!l- 
edge, know that inspections are made 
in this way?’ 

“T have the word of Dr. Bennett, the 
inspector in charge at Chicago, and of 
numerous. inspectors, who have told me 
of this loose manner of making inspec- 
tions.”’ 

Representative Sloan wanted to know 
whether inspectors could detect the pres- 
ence of “lumpy jaw’’ in cattle, if cattle 
were passed by them four abreast. 

“It is impossible when the cattle are 
hurried past in that manner,” replied 
Mrs. Crane.

LEVEES TO NORTH BROKEN 


Dikes Nearby Weakening—Res- 
cue Parties Prepare for Ardu. 
ous Work Soon.

NEWROADS, La., May  10.—Panic 
reigned in Newroads today. Fear of 
flood waters that crept upon the town 
from the levee breaks to the north was 
heightened by reports that nearby dikes 
were weakening. 

A general exodus of women and chil- 
dren began. r 

All those living in this territory have 
been warned to flee. Government and 
State relief officials are preparing for 
a hard campaign of rescue work. Boats 
are being gathered here and crews are 
being drilled. 

It seems only a matter of a few hours 
before this entire territory will be in- 
undated fust as the country to the north 
has been. 

‘Most of the flood water is coming 
from the great break in the levee at 
Torras. This breach is 3000 feet wide. 
Water pours through it with the speed 
of a mill race. 

This is the third consecudve calamity 
that the people of Pointe Coupee coun- 
try have been compelled to face. First 
came the boll weevil that destroyed the 
cotton crops. The people, disheartened, 
tnrned to planting cane. Then an 
early freeze came along last winter that 
destroyed thousands of tons of cane. 
Now the flood is spread over the entire 
parish. Crops cannoty be planted this 
year. / 

Prior to this series of disasters Pointe 
Coupee, then not under “intensive” cul- 
tivation, produced 64,000 bales of cotton 
and 3,000,000 pounds of sugar cane, be- 
sides large cro of rice and truck.

RAIL PRICE FIXED 


AFTER TRUST FORMED | 





Wire-Pool Inquiry Testimony 
Shows Steady Quotations 


Have Ruled Since 1901. 


NEW YORK, May 10.—Testimony was 
given today at the wire-pool inquiry to 


show the course of the prices of wire 
products, steel rails, steel beams and 
tin plate, before and after the forma- 
tion of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration in April, 1901. 


A. I. Findlay, editor of an tron and 
steel trade paper, testified that in No- 
vember, 1898, rails were $16.60 a ton; in 
November, 1899, $35; in September, 1900, 
$26; in December, 1901, $28; since which 
date they have not varied. The price 
of steel rails, the Government contends, 
was permanently fixed at $28 by agree- 
ment among manufacturers at the time 
the Steel Corporation was formed. 

The witness then testified that the 
Carnegie Steel Co., the National Steel 
Co., the American Steel and Wire Co., 
the American Tin Plate Co. and other 
subsidiaries were formed about 1898. 

Frank J. Newbury of John A. Roob- 
lins Sons Co., who represented his com- 
pany in the rubber-covered wire, the 
lead-encased rubber cable and weather- 
proof and magnet wire associations, tes- 
tified price fixing among the members, 
guarantee funds and penalties for vio- 
lation of rules; were all features of the 
operation of these pools. 

After Newbury was excused the hear- 
ing was adjourned until Monday.

BALTIMORE, May 10.—After the in- 
vestigation of alleged fraudulent use of 
the mails conducted by Government of- 
ficials, came the indictment \here today 
of six men connected with the Potomac 
Refining Co., a corporation capitalized 
at $1,500,000, and whose operations are 
said to have extended all over the 
country. 

One indictment, 51 pages long, was 
returned by the Federal grand jury 
against Michael P. Kehoe, president of 
the company, a member of the Balti- 
more bar and a former member of the 
legislature; Louis F. Plack, vice-presi- 
dent; Charles B. Sanger, secretary; 
Edward R. Cooper, manager; Robert 
W. Mowbray, general counsel, a member 
of thé Baltimore bar and a justice of 
the peace; A, B. Young, a stock sales- 
man, said to be a broker in New York. 

Young is said to be in Europe, but 
United States District Attorney Hill 
wired to New York a request that he 
be placed under arrest if found there. 

Land Near Harper’s Ferry. 

Fortified with indorsements from Gov. 
Glasscock of West Virginia, former 
Mayor Mahool of Baltimore, two Bal- 
timore county judges, bankers, business 
men, clergymen and many other per- 
sons of station, the officials of the 
company, it is charged, were able to 
worm their way into thé confidence of 
prospective purchasers of the company’s 
stock. 

This stock, of which it is said more 
than $110,000 has been sold, is declared 
te be almost worthless, and it is 
charged the $1,500,000 company has never 
had anything like the assets it has 
claimed in its literature. ; 

Representing that the company was 
the owner of valuable lands in Wash- 
ington County, near Harper’s Ferry, 
and that the lands contained deposits 
of minerals of untold wealth, literature 
‘*tboosting’’ the stock, it is charged, was 
circulated in different parts of the 
country. 

The Government officials say that 
when first representations were made 
the company had merely entered into 
an agreement»to buy some property 
near Harper’s Ferry. Since that time 
it is said to have acquired an old-time 
plant worth about $40,000. 


Wealth Is Described. 

Three handsome books,’ eloquently 
describing the wealth that was to be 
had almost for the asking in Washing- 
ton County, Md., it is alleged, were dis- 
tributed. Claiming to own deposits 
worth millions of dollars that could not 
‘be exhausted in centuries, the Potomac 
Refining Company is said to have led 
many to believe that it was worth 
hundreds of millions of dollars. 

“Sixty Dollars a Minute’”’ is the title 
of one of the books said to have been 
issued by the company. Another ex- 
Dlains how to do: business in millions, 
and each of the books is said’ to con- 
tain pictures of the ‘“‘mines’’ of manga- 
nese, of limestone and of marble.

Keeping Chickens in City Yards. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In answer to “Physical Culture” about ‘‘Back-Yard 
Eggs’ would like to ask P. C. if he ever raised 
chickens or if he knows a fresh egg when he sees 
one? Now, I have raised ‘chickens in a back yard 
for the last 12 years and would like to tell him that 
if they are not well taken care of and everything 
kept clean. he will not see. many eggs, and if he 
goes to some of the farmers, almost all of them, and 
enters a chicken house, he will be covered with mites 
and chicken lice When he leaves it, something he 
will find in a very few back-yard chicken houses, as 
parties keeping chickens in the city keep them for 
the love of the thing and fresh eggs, so rarely to be 
had otherwise. I spent one summer in the country 
among farmers that kept from 300 to 500 chickens. 
The children gather the eggs without regard if 
broody’ hens have been sitting on the nests for hours 
or a couple of days—all get packed and sent to the 
city for “fresh eggs.’’ I have: raised as high as 100 
chickens in a back yard 25 by 60, supplied the table 
with spring chickens and fresh eggs and sold enough 
to pay for the feed; had chickens lay in June that 
were hatched in February and weighing 2% pounds 
when 10 weeks.old; sold some at 50.cents a pound— 
and I think any woman. can do* the.same with a 
little labor. A dozen hens can almost_be kept from 
table leavings and, at the most, 50 cents worth of 
feed. I would advise any woman to try her hand at 
it and see how much she can reduce her butcher 
and grocery bills.

Frisco system for the year ending June 
30, 1911, was for damage which was di- 
rectly traceable to defective equipment. 
If it were possible to add to it that part 
of the damage caused by rough hand- 
ling, robbery and wrecks, which was 
primarily due to defective equipment, 
this percentage would probably be in- 
creased two or three times. The rail- 
ways at large paid out about $30,000,000 
in freight claims last year, and at least 
$4,000,000, and probably as much as $10,- 
000,000 of it, was caused by defective 
equipment. 

It may be argued that it will cost 
more to make the cars water, burglar 
and grain leakage proof than to pay 
the claims caused by defective equip- 
ment. Even if this were so, and it is 
extremely doubtful if it is, it is the duty 
of the railways to make this expendi- 
ture, because when they sign a bill of 
lading for freight it is their duty to 
transport it to its destination and deliv- 
er it in its original condition. Even 
though it might be convenient and less 
expensive for them to continue main- 
taining the equipment as they have in 
the past, and pay the claims, they are 
not warranted in continuing this policy 
and forcing loss and inconvenience on 
the shippers, who are only partially 
compensated by the payment of claims 
for the actual loss sustained,

New York Authorities Agree to 


Co-operate in Stamping Out 
Gambling. 


NEW YORK, May 10.—Coincident with the 
announcement that a determined effort was 
being made to throttle the activities of or- 
ganized gamblers in plying their trade in 
baseball, pledges were placed on record by 
officials of the major leagues and by the au- 
thorities in New York, Brooklyn and Jersey 
City to co-operate for the elimination of gam- 
bling from the national sport. Police Com- 
missioner Waldo said: 

“The same action will be taken by the po- 
lice of the Greater City in baseball as in all 
other forms of gambling. Gambling in base- 
ball will not be tolerated.’’ 

District Attorney Cropsey of King’s Coun- 
ty assigned figents to collect evidence to be 
presented to a grand jury. In Jersey City 
the police issued a call for a special meet- 
ing Wednesday to consider the matter, 

Blind Pools Popular. 

Investigators learned today that a thriving 
trade is carried on in the sale of tickets in 
‘‘blind pools.’’ These tickets are to be had 
in hundreds of saloons and cigar stands, as 
well as in office buildings, where agents for 
the pool combines solicit patronage. Cus- 
tomers accept an envelope,\in which is in- 
closed a ticket, on which the names of one 
each from the National, American and In- 
ternational League teams are punched. The 
winner of the pool is the person holding a 
ticket, at the conclusion of a week’s play, 
naming the teams of the three leagues whose 
total score is the highest. 

The crusade is being directed against this 
pool selling as well as against ‘‘open’’ bet- 
ting practiced on baseball grounds in Man- 
hattan and Brooklyn. Much of this betting 
is conducted by gamblers who formerly were 
bookmakers at the racetracks. Those identi- 
fled with the best interests of baseball said 
today that they were determined the stigma 
of gambling should not attach itself to the 
national sport and subject it to the attacks
